This zip file is an archive of dos pc programs for generating morse code 

and keying radio transmitters. It is my own collection of same. It will 
run on everything from a CP/M Kaypro II to a Pentium bigboyzbox. The source 
code is in basic (suitable for compilation --- I use verison 1.1 of the 
compiler because it generates much faster and tighter code than anything 
microschloth has released since then). 


The main use for this stuff is to program a computer to play background 
music for museum displays, or send automated code for special event 
broadcasts. That is what I use it for. One could also use it for 
teaching new hams the code, but that is another subject. 


There are several programs in the zip file. The mymorse.exe is a program 
that will read disk files and send them, as well as generate random code, 
and it is based upon a commonly found early dos basic program. 

The pcmorse.exe is a stripped down version that runs keyboard only for 
fastest code. I have expanded the early program to include the full ITU 
code character set, and to add weighting to the sending. The other ones 
are just for reference use. Credit goes to Elwood Downey, WBOOEW, who 
wrote the original code. 


The Oglesby text file is my Father's sparks newspaper from the merchantman 
Richard J. Oglesby, a liberty ship that my OM went to Saipan and Iwo on 

as sparks. It makes some interesting background music for playing at 

a museum display, an generates a raised eyebrow and smile amongst those 
who were there, and can read code..... 


The CFH and NMN text files are the final closing broadcasts from those 
stations when the went off the air. 


The UWAG file is the log of goings on during the sinking of the M/V 
Salvador Allende/UWAG. 


Some other historical messages are there, too, if you care to look in the 
various text files, including EXACT messages from the Titanic (I know this 
because I have a xerox of a message pad from the Russian steamer Birma 
with the handwriting of the operator thereupon which was published a few 
years back, and that is as close as one can get to the real thing). 


If the programs key too fast on your new Pentium processor, recompile 
the code slowing down the loops to suit. Now it works at 4.77 mhz. 
If someone wants to add the code to test the clock speed and adjust 


accordingly they are welcome. If it clips dits, you have bugs in your 
basic compiler library, and need to get a better or older version. 
I have run across several versions with this feature.

I had this experience with my R390A and even though it might be frowned 
upon here (!) I modified it by replacing the output transformer. If you 
want to do this, you will have to determine the correct impedance ratio by 
either looking up tube handbooks or direct measurement. I managed to find 
an appropriate 10K/80hm transformer and mount it in the position formerly 
occupied by the original. 


On the R390A there is a filter choke right next to this transformer and you 
have to make sure you don't orient the replaecement transformer in such a 
way as to pick up the induced hum field from the choke.

It was there 

that he gave us his personal, original 1935 HRO, 

as well as a 1 ton truck full of historical artifacts 
from National. Included with that was the famous 

1 kW AM rig which is now on the air from the AWA 

as W2AN. (reduced power !!) It was at that time 
that James retold the story to myself, Bruce Kelley, 
and Bill Fizette which fostered the AWA OTB Article 
and AWA Review which has become the hallmark 

of HRO history. At the National plant certain work 
orders for their pre-production shop were marked 

or stamped HOR for "Hell of a Rush" order. James 
(and probably Dana Bacon) decided that should be 

the name of their new RX but even in those days 

HOR was politacally incorrect and the letters were 
switched to HRO. The rest is history. An interesting 
side story is how we found the receiver and transmitter 
and what condition they were in when located. I will 
share that with you in a future episode.

12 volt available at any chandlery and most car parts stores.

Right on all counts, Nick - good catch! Most BA gear (certainly 
the Johnson and Heath transmitters) *depended* on the RFI 
shielding of the cabinet for TVI reduction. Taking off the 
cabinet is very risky in that regard; at a minimum, I'd install a 
good bottom plate and a screen cage over the top, as well as use 
a good muffin fan (or a couple of them) at the top of the 

rack to pull in cool air from the bottom and exhaust it out the 
top to keep the equipment cool. I'd also leave a good six inches 
of clearance above the transmitter. 


For support, a shelf is the only way to go; in fact, a 
sliding shelf mounted on heavy-duty rack slides (a la the HP 
variety) is ideal. Solid support and easy maintenance - just 
don't forget service loops in the cables in back so you can pull 
it out. 


But IMHO, *xREAL* '50s/'60s BA hamshacks have large wooden 
desks, not racks..... :-)

Gotta do this quick, since who knows if my 12.00 dollars made it to Phil 
for the March 15 cutoff in time or not. 


Anyhoo, does anyone here have any experience or remember seeing any of 
the Heath larger "Indian" series rack mounted? in the past years. I was 
prodded by the fellow who said he came across a Marauder without a case, 
from a Christian college I believe, 

and began to wonder if it would be fine practice to put the stuff ina 
rack cabinet. All of the Apache, Marauder, and Mohawk (the DX-10 too, 
maybe?) come with the same 

size case, nominally about 19.5" wide, but with the case off the screws 
are the practical 18.25" across the face, the standard mounting hole 
width for a 19 inch standard rack cabinet. 


Though the green cases are pretty and TVI proof ( I guess) I am 
wondering if I would be playing with RF fire if the cases were removed 
and the things rack mounted. The three of them in a rack top to bottom 
would look fine from the front and would certainly reduce the desktop 
Space taken up, and also stop them either being on the desk for storage, 
or having to be taken off the desk, stacked on the floor somewhere 
(caution: XYL agitant) and then hauled back to the desk when the mood 
strikes to use them. 


I thought about it with caution, since the Heath cases seemed to be RF 
tight, but then thought it would not be so bad if they were in a rack 
cabinet. How tight does it really have to be these days? 

And then I thought of at least the two fellows I know who have homebrew 
600 watt transmitters, rack mounted with separate PA, modulator etc. to 
form a very tall rack transmitter. Both of those xmtrs are very open at 
the back (come back here and watch these Firebottles, just don't touch 
ANYTHING!), so with those 600 w. AM mode monsters on racks open at back 
and sides, how much trouble could a Marauder or Apache cause if on a rack. 
I have seen similar tall rack type xmtrs in old ham magzines, home brew, 
as well as monster Collins things that were semi-commercial, and so 

on. 


Anyhow, opinions, 

knowledge or memory of such an installation's likely 

success are welcomed here in the interest of getting some space back on 
the desk, less back-wracking lugging and pleasing the aesthetics of the 
basement shack area (nice, pretty green cabinet with doors hiding the 
dials when not in use).

Amoung the flotsam that floated hme with me from the Waukesha hamfest is a 
device I originally thought to be an RF choke due to the obvious wire 
Windings in it but, after measuring its DC resistance, I'm pretty sure is 
not.
